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THE TESTING OF ASBESTOS

Most readers of ‘‘asBestos’’ know that probably the 
outstanding characteristic of asbestos is its fire resistant 
property. Most readers also know that as a textile fibre, 
asbestos is one of the oldest and was used by the ancient 
Romans to keep the cremated ashes of their kings from 
other ashes on the funeral pyre. 

Asbestos textiles have been produced commercially 
in the United States since 1895 for many important uses. 
In recent years, improvements in methods of manufactur- 
ing have permitted the development of new industrial 
and consumer products. Along with these developments 
have been discoveries of properties previously unknown, 
such as unusual absorptive and polishing qualities. 

In 1939 a large textile firm patented a process of 
spinning an asbestos yarn which was lighter in weight, 
finer in gauge, more uniform, stronger and cheaper than 
yarn previously manufactured. While asbestos fibre is 
not considered to possess good spinning characteristics, 
by mixing with varying amounts of cotton fibre ranging 
up to 18%, this company developed a yarn which could 
be woven into a very satisfactory fabric, at the same time 
maintaining the non-combustion properties of asbestos. 

Fabrics of this type were used in tremendous quanti- 
ty during World War II by the Army, Navy and Air 
Forces for lightweight fire fighting suits. Since the war, 
this fabric has been used for burnproof ironing board 
covers and covers for rollers of electric ironers. Fabrics 
of this type have potential use as draperies for restau- 
rants, nightclubs, hotels, club ears and other places where 
fire hazards exist. These fabrics can also be attractively 
dyed and finished. 

As probably the country’s oldest and largest inde- 
pendent laboratory, the United States Testing Company, 
Ine,, maintains extensive faeilities for chemical, technical, 
engineering and bacteriological testing and research, as

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well as facilities for specialized services, such as a well 
equipped Radioisotopes and Ultrasonics laboratory. 

Committee D-13 of the American Society for Testing 
Materials has developed a number of tentative specifica- 
tions for the testing of woven asbestos cloth and asbestos 
tubular sleeving, as well as asbestos tape for electrical 
purposes. In addition to these basic tests, the Textile 
Division of the United States Testing Company is equip- 
ped to conduct hundreds of tests on textile materials 
which are, in almost every case, also applicable to as- 
bestos products. Tests for characteristics such as 
strength, weight, yarn number, thickness, and thermal 
conductivity are a daily routine. 

Somewhat less routine is a test on asbestos insulating 
blankets to determine the thermal conductivity at high 
mean temperatures. In order to conduct this type of test, 
a pipe apparatus was constructed so as to follow as eclose- 
ly as possible a procedure developed by the the United 
States Navy Engineering Experiment Station. The ap- 
paratus consists of two concentric iron pipes. The inner 
pipe is first covered with a sheet of insulating asbestos 
paper and then wound with the test and the guard area 
heaters. The diameter of the inner pipe plus its covering 
of asbestos paper is approximately 244”. The test heater 
covers 28” of the length of the pipe. The guard heaters 
eover 4” each, one guard heater at each end of the test 
heater. All the leads are brought to the inside of the pips 
thru porcelain insulators. They are then carried to the 
ends of the pipe and terminated at brass serews mounte: 
on asbestos lumber end pieces. The interior of the pipe is 
filled with refractory cement for the purpose of electrical 
ly insulating the heater leads. The entire heater assemb 
ly is then enclosed within the second pipe whose lengtl 
is the same as the inner pipe, namely, 36”. The inner pipe 
is centered within the outer, care having been taken to 
avoid short circuits and grounds. The completed ap 
paratus is then mounted 12” above a wooden base on 1” 
iron rods. Welded iron-constantan thermocouples are 
used to determine the temperatures of different parts o!

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the apparatus. The thermocouples are placed as follows: 
Seven thermocouples are peined into the outer surface of 
the outer pipe. Three of them are placed at evenly 
spaced intervals in the test area. Of the remaining four, 
two are placed in the test area, each being one inch from 
the edge of one of the guard areas. The other two are 
placed in the guard areas on a line with the above 
mentioned two, and one inch from the edge of the test 
area. To.guard against heat exchange between the test 
and guard areas, three pairs of thermocouples in series 
are placed astride the boundary with alternate joints in 
test and in guard areas. This is done at both ends of the 
test area and the resulting electromotive force connected, 
thru switches, across a sensitive galvanometer. All the 
thermocouples in this system are insulated from the iron 
pipe by thin sheets of mica. The sample is eut to size 
and fitted about the outer pipe. A spiral winding of light 
1% ineh steel tape is used to keep the sample in place, 
and care must be taken to keep the sample at a thickness 
of one inch during this process. Three thermocouples 
are fastened to the outer surface of the sample by means 
of fine wire. These are located above those thermocouples 
that are located on the pipe itself. Meters and controls 
are set up to regulate the power supplied to the guard 
areas and to both regulate and measure the power sup- 
plied to the test area. The electromotive foree of the 
separate thermocouples are measured by a Leeds and 
Northrup K-2 potentiometer. 

With the sample in place and the necessary power 
connections completed, the apparatus is started. The 
power inputs to both the test and guard areas are regu- 
lated so as to bring the temperature of the pipe up to the 
desired point with a zero temperature gradient across 
the boundaries of the test area. When steady state con- 
ditions are obtained data is taken for a period of four 
to six hours. From this data, the coefficient of the sample 
under test is computed.

A test of the type described in this article illustrates 
what can be done to further improve the industrial ap- 
plication of asbestos fibre.

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MY COMPETITOR 


One of our constant readers, and a man well versed 
in selling methods, in fact he directs the efforts of a 
number of salesmen in eight states, tells us that he does 
not agree with the general idea of the ‘‘ Lesson in Selling”’ 
as presented in our October number on page 22. 

This man makes such good points and presents so 
many ideas of value on the subject of the relation of a 
salesman to competitive salesmen that it seemed well 
worthwhile to present his ideas in our pages for asbestos 
salesmen, or salesmen in the insulation field. If some of 
you would like to further discuss the subject we shall 
be glad to print your ideas also. 


‘‘T have never found a completely contented sales- 
man who was not somewhat static in his outlook, in his ap- 
proach to his job and in his relations with the trade. I 
think a static salesman cannot be a successful salesman. 
Constructive critical analysis of himself, his territory, 
his customers, and even his policies and products, for the 
purpose of improving all these things, in my opinion is 
one of the jobs of an intelligent, aggressive, and success- 
ful salesman. This attitude, balanced by good judgment, 
I believe is a distinct attribute to a salesman and a 
valuable asset to his company. Certainly no progressive 
company -can retain its position of leadership if it toler- 
ates a self-satisfied or complacent attitude among its 
salesmen or its executives. It is my strong conviction 
that there is no place for complacent contentment in the 
mind of any man who is engaged in competitive business 
or, for that matter, in any creative work, until after his 
retirement. 

‘‘Tt has been said that knowledge derived from ex- 
perience is one of the most valuable assets possessed by 
any man in any field of activity. In the experience of an 
alert and intelligent salesman, he can learn much from 
his daily contacts which will help him and his company in 
his work. No man or no company has a monopoly on the 
best ideas, policies, sales plans, or products. The leaders 
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in any given industry excel in all these things; but even 
they can learn and profit by observation and experience. 
If they closed their minds and their eyes to methods and 
techniques used by their competitors and others, they 
would not remain leaders in their respective industries. 
While I agree completely that a salesman should ‘steer 
clear of close alliances’ with competitors and entirely 
refrain from ‘being pally’, I think it is an important part 
of his job to observe, evaluate, and report all competitive 
developments in policies, plans and products affecting 
his business and that of his company. 


‘“‘If a salesman can be ‘unsold’ by the activities of 
his competitors, it proves either that he is a weak in- 
dividual, easily influenced, or that his company cannot 
stand honest comparison on an overall basis. The proof 
of the pudding is in the eating. On an overall basis, the 
morale of our own salesmen could not be higher, and yet 
they are keenly aware and currently conversant with all 
competitive conditions affecting the business in their 
territories. They apply this knowledge to the concrete 
benefit of themselves, their company and their customers. 

**Can a salesman or his company operate successfully 
if they fail to keep currently informed on all competitive 
developments in their industry for the purpose of increas- 
ing their own strength and improving their own methods 
of sales, distribution and manufacture? To close one’s 
eyes to competitive activities would be to simulate the 
proverbial ostrich with his head in the sand or to plead 
ignorance of Russia’s possession of the atomic bomb, 
which could only lead to disaster. In the eyes of his 
customer, a well-informed salesman can be of valuable 
help, whereas the kind of salesman who pleads ignorance 
of the conditions surrounding him by shutting his eyes 
to them is in no position to advise his customer how to 
meet competitive conditions. 


‘‘In any reference to competitive conditions, price 
of course is a factor, but nothing more. I think there are 
many other factors involved in competitive conditions 
which are more important than price alone.’’

BUILDING 


September building contracts showed substantial gains. 
Spectacular increases in the dollar-volume of building and con- 
struction contracts awarded in September in the thirty-seven 
states east of the Rocky Mountains brought the total to 
$1.093,724,000, the highest reported for a single month since 
June 1942 when wartime construction was at its peak. Thus 
reports the F. W. Dodge Corporation. 

It was the second time in the Dodge statistical series dating 
back to pre-boom years in the twenties that more than a billion 
dollars in awards were reported for a single month in the thirty- 
seven eastern states. 

The cumulative dollar volume for the first three quarters 
of 1949 was 1% higher than in the corresponding nine months 
in 1948. 

Residential awards in the 37 states in September totaled 
$525,572,000 to reflect a 34% gain over August and 88% over 
September of last year. Private residential building accounted 
for 96% of September’s volume. Non residential awards in Sep- 
tember totaled $345,023,000; Heavy engineering awards failed 
to follow the upward trend shown in residential and non-resi- 
dential building; September’s total of $223,129,000 being off 5% 
from August but up 10% over September of last year.

Further readjustment will characterize the nation’s 
business between now and the middle of next year, with 
a moderate rise to follow during the latter part of next 
year. This conclusion is drawn from-.an opinion survey 
made by F. W. Dodge Corporation, fact-finding organiza- 
tion for the building industries, among 108 economists in 
industrial and research organizations and in universities. 

They expect the 1950 construction market to be a 
buyers’ market. Restoration of norma) competition is 
one phase of the current adjustment that may be said to 
be completed, in construction and in most other sectors 
of business. 

Of course the duration of the coal and steel strikes 
will affect the market to a vast extent. At the present 
high hopes are held for the early settlement of the steel 
difficulties; undoubtedly the whole nation will breathe 
easier when settlement with all steel companies is an 
actual fact. 

Long duration of the steel strike would mean that 
practically everyone would find his income smaller, re- 
sulting in less demand for many products which the 
American people have come to regard as necessities 
rather than luxuries in this rather complicated economic 
life of ours. The National City monthly letter for Novem- 
ber put it rather aptly when it says: ‘‘Every great strike 
and particularly those affecting basie materials and 
transportation, demonstrates afresh that the industries 
and all the people engaged in them are dependent upon 
each other.’’ 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 

Production at the mines is now at a high level. Sup- 
ply is approaching demand in the longer grades and 
progress is being made in meeting the pent up foreign 
demand.

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ply and this will probably continue for some months to 
come. Generally, manufacturers’ inventory positions are 
in better shape than they have been for the last four 
or five months. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

Asbestos Textiles. The Asbestos Textile business 
seems to be following a definite trend upward altho 
orders and inquiries for Roving and Cloth have fallen 
off slightly’’ says one of our correspondents, and he be- 
lieves that the textile business will continue to show 
definite increases for the rest of the year, but adds ‘‘ This 
all depends, naturally on how the coal and steel strikes 
affect us.’’ 

Others also tell us that there is a slight improve- 
ment in some lines but that no heavy demand for cloth 
is expected. 

Inventories, it appears, are low in many textile lines 
and the result is that orders request immediate shipment. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. Replacement brake lining 
sales in Industry should be approximately 5 to 10% off this 
year compared to last. 

The coal and steel strikes however may prevent this 
year from running at an all-time high in parts sales to 
original equipment. 

Asbestos Paper. Altho demand has picked up slight- 
ly in the asbestos paper market buyers are still hesitant 
about carrying larger inventories. There seems to be a 
decreasing expectancy on the part of buyers that prices 
will weaken. 

As to Saturated Paper new construction has slowed 
up but re-roofing has increased considerably. The out- 
look is for good volume for the balance of this year, altho 
present production should take care of these demands. 

Asbestos Millboard Rehandlers and equipment 
manufacturers hesitate to increase the size of their in- 
ventories, but this should change with anticipated im- 
provement in business and the recognition that because 
of high labor and material costs, price reductions are 
not to be expected. 
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Insulation. High Pressure. The opinions we receive 
on the market situation in High Pressure Insulations vary 
considerably. One firm tells us that there was a very 
decided increase in the amount of business placed during 
September and October with the result that their plant 
accumulated a fair backlog of orders and they are con- 
tinuing to book orders at or slightly above plant capacity. 

Another firm says distributors’ warehouses are well 
stocked and manufacturers can also make prompt ship- 
ment on practically all sizes and thicknesses. 

Seasonal increases in demand, generally experienced 
at this period, can hardly be anticipated because of the 
current strikes in large industries. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. The usual seasonal pick- 
up is reported in the Low Pressure market. Jobbers are 
placing somewhat larger orders to meet somewhat greater 
demand. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. This market held strong 
thruout October with demand exceeding supply. Season- 
al tapering off in November of course was expected, but 
less than that experienced last year; these remarks ap- 
plying especially to roofing and siding shingles. 

As to Corrugated and Flat materials, manufacturers 
report they are behind on shipments and that demands 
should take care of production for the balance of the 
year, altho of course the steel strike may affect the de- 
mand if a shortage of steel members for frame buildings 
occurs. 

Pipes—Fairly stable demand for pressure and sewer 
pipe with premium on prompt deliveries in northern areas 
to permit installation before winter weather interferes 
with construction. Flue pipe demand is naturally heavy 
at this season. 

The above have been sent us by various executives in the 
several divisions of the Asbestos Industry, who are closely in 
touch with the markets. Comments and opinions always 
welcome.
